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SGA Students Make Their Voices and Chioices Heard 

... Loud and Clear

On the evening of March 
20'\ 2003 a group of students stood 
outside the Student's General 
Association offices on the first floor 
of the Student Centre awaiting the 
final results of the SGA Elections. 
Some were there as part of the 
election, hoping to clean up on 
Student Street or Great Hall, others 
were there to support the elections 
and others were there to make sure 
the SGA was still going to be there 
for the students. 

The 2003 Students' General 
Election was a strange and 
interesting battle that covered a lot 
of new ground for the SGA and the 
students involved. Many years have 
seen the elections ignored by the 
students not only at the polling 
stations, but also in the area of 
candidates. In the last seven years 
there has rarely been a year where 
all three of the Executive positions, 
or more as was the case this year, 
were actually contested by more than 
one student. Many times a position 
has been filled by only one student 
showing up for the position and_ 
becoming acclaimed, without any 
chance for students to vote . 

This year, the amount of 
candidates was not an overwhelming 
one, but an interesting one to say the 
least. Although there were only two 
candidates for both the President and 
VP Services position, there were 
three for VP Issues and two for 
International Student Commissioner 
The students had a choice this year, 
and with over seven hundred votes 
cast, they made their voices heard 
not only to the SGA, but tothe 
candidates as well. 

In an. interesting turn this 
year, two candidates, Richard 
Paquette and Tom Billings joined 
forces to take a crack at the SGA 
Executive as a group or party. They 
joined their campaigns together and 
attacked the elections full throttle, 
speaking about issues that they felt 
were pertinent to the students here 
at Laurentian. Instead of the usual 
campaign promises of more 
concerts, more pub nights and lower 
tuition, they attacked Lambda, 
George Bush and Laurentian 
University as a whole. 

In their campaign speeches 
and campaign literature they not only 
attacked Lambda for being "racist. 



sexist and 
homophobic", 
but they also 
claimed in 
their speeches 
that Laurentian 
University and 
its students 
were racist. 

In the 
end, both 
Paquette and 
Billings lost by 
pretty wide 
margins. 
Paquette lost 
by two 

hundred and 
ninety one 
votes while 
Billings came 

closer, only losing by fifty, yet only 
taking in two hundred and twenty 
four votes from a possible seven 
hundred. This was Tom Billings' 
second loss in an attempt to gain the 
position of VP Issues. 

The race for International 
Students' Commissioner was also an 
interesting one as Yu Fang opted not 
to run bios, posters or any other 
material on her campaign, while 
Yang Zhichao joined with Paquette 
and Billings as the third member of 
their 'community' party. This part 
of the election garnered the least 
votes from students as many did not 
know what the International 
Students' Commissioner does, or 
will do for the SGA. 

In the end, Zhichao won 
out, bringing the 'community party' 
its only seat on the SGA Executive 
Board. When students were asked 
who they voted for or supported in 
the elections for this position, many 
told Lambda they skipped the part 
altogether, or voted for Yu Fang in a 
show of counteraction against the 
'community' party and their election 
politics. 

The winner of the SGA 
Presidential seat went to Erika 
Mieto, a Sudbury native who entered 
the election and ran a student- 
friendly campaign, touring the 
residences and talking to the students 
about their concerns and issues 
instead of forcing issues on them. 
Her campaign was simple: vote for 
someone who cares about the 
students and has a history in 
involvement at Laurentian. Many

thought it was too simple, but after 
cleaning up with just under five 
hundred votes of support, Erika will 
lead the SGA Executive for 2003- 
2004. 

In past years, the SGA 
Elections have depended on the 
votes from Student Street 
(University College and Single 
Students' Residences) to bring in a 
majority of the votes, but this year 
was different. With only a little more 
than one hundred students voting, 
Student Street was barely a factor at 
all. 

In past years. Student Street 
would mean a win or a loss for 
someone if they had the support of 
the residences, but the Off Campus 
students showed up like never before 
with well over five hundred students 
voting. It was here that not only 
Erika Mieto took an astounding lead, 
but it changed others' scores as well. 

One factor that may have 
led to such a low turnout on Student 
Street and a high turnout for off 
campus was that both people up for 
the position of President were Off 
Campus students and there was no 
influx of candidates from the 
residences. In years past, the SGA 
Elections have looked rnore like a 
battle between UC and SSR, with 
both supporting their own 
candidates, but this year the 
residences were out of the running. 

Anyone following the 
elections this year saw some strange 
changes and new additions to the 
elections. Not only was there a party 
running for election , but the election 



rules seemed to bend and twist every 
few seconds. 

The wrong date for 
submission of the nomination forms 
was given out, giving a few people 
an extra three days to complete and 
return them to the SGA Office. This 
impacted the vote for the position of 
VP Services as there was only one 
candidate at the end of the day on 
the Friday, but as of Monday, Raye 
Lemkie was on the card and ended 
up winning the seat. 

Another controversial turn 
was the choice of the SGA to let non- 
SGA members run for Executive 
positions. Although this has 
happened for the last two years, 
students were upset and outraged 
that someone that had never paid 
their SGA dues was even allowed to 
run for a position. When brought up 
to the SGA board, no motion was 
passed to stop any non-SGA 
candidates from running, but it has 
been rumored that they will pass an 
amendment this year to put a stop to 
it in further SGA Elections. 

The only person who was 
non-SGA in the election's did not win 
his seat, relieving students of their 
worries of a complete non-SGA 
board in the future. 

Many times throughout the 
elections, posters and campaign 
paraphernalia was not only 
destroyed, but moved into illegal 
areas to try to have other candidates 
fined or kicked out of the elections. 
Although there was a rule in the 
elections about slander, some 
candidates seemed determined to 



ruin the others' campaigns. 

One SGA election rule was 
that there was to be no internet or 
email campaigning. Quickly the 
SGA was notified of posters that 
contained "www.Vote4Erika.com" 
on them, but they were left up as the 
internet site was a fictional one, 
invented to get the students' 
attention. As for email campaigning, 
Tom Billings set up a Hotmail 
account for the sole purpose of the 
election, but since it was on one of 
his pamphlets and it was approved 
by the Chief Returning Officer of the 
election, the email was allowed. 

Many students and groups, 
including Lambda Publications, 
were shocked at the extent that some 
candidates were allowed to go with 
their campaign promises and 
platforms. The SGA stood behind 
the candidates' rights, stating that it 
was their opinions that they were 
telling the students, but they did not 
support what was being said. 
Students were shocked at the stretch 
of freedom of speech that certain 
candidates took when attacking 
Lambda, the students and the school, 
but were relieved that the majority 
of Laurentian University students 
did not share the same opinions and 
ideas. This is where the students' 
voices were heard loud and clear. 
Candidates believed that they had the 
students' rights at the forefront of 
their election, when really the results 
showed them that they only had their 
own agendas in mind. 

For any SGA election to be 
official, the election count must 
reach quorum, which consists of 
25% or more of the SGA students 
showing up to vote, which was 
reached easily this year at the polls 
thanks largely to the Off Campus 
turnout. The final results from all 
polling stations is shown below for 
each candidate. 

All in all, this year's SGA 
Elections were quite interesting. The 
race was a heated one and the 
students showed up to show their 
overwhelming support for the 
candidates and the election as a 
whole. This year has sparked many 
students' interest in the SGA and its 
elections while showing others that 
having the strongest campaign can 
still backfire when you forget who 
the elections were really for; the 
students!

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Protest Garners Negative Response 
From Student Body

"You're kidding...", "I've 
got a midtenn, I don't need this!" and 
"You've got to be icidding me"; tiiese 
are only a few of the things 
overheard on the bus to Laurentian 
the morning of March S"". Why were 
there so many exasperated 
comments? Because traffic going to 
the university was backed up all the 
way to Paris street and a good 
distance beyond. The reason was 
that a protest was being held by the 
Sudbury Anti-War Mobilization to 
protest the actions of the Bush 
administration in their pursuit of war, 
a war that has since begun. A group 
of students restricted the flow of 
traffic to the university, stopping it 
completely for a period to get their 
message across. This reporter wasn't 
on the scene until 9:30 or so but the 
protesters had obviously been there 
for some time, the hope being that 
by arriving early, they would catch 
the science students and faculty. 

The traffic backup was so 
extreme that some drivers turned 
around, feeling it more beneficial to 
stay home than waste gas as they 
waited. However, when an 
ambulance had to be re-routed, the 
Sudbury Regional Police were called 
in to have the protestors speed up the 
rate at which they were allowing 
vehicles through. The protest was 
perfectly legal, and the reason the 
police stepped in was because the 
protest was beginning to affect the 
general safety of the public. At one 
point the protesters were using 
obstructionist tactics, darting out in 
front of vehicles to prevent their 
passage. One protestor was 
supposedly clipped by a frustrated 




driver, but when we tried to verify 
this information with security, they 
claimed it hadn't happened. But then 
the supposed victim told a Lambda 
staff member that she had been 
struck. In the end, we can neither 
confirm nor deny that any injuries 
were incurred during the protest. 

The protest was followed 
by a rally in the Great Hall where 
the protestors, students and several 
speakers gathered to listen and voice 
their concerns. Comments such as 
"It's sad when it takes the stupidity 
of George Bush to get us together" 
were met with much applause. The 
speaker who offered the most 
passionate speech was Professor 
Robert Hoogendoom, a sociology 
professor here at Laurentian. He has 
experienced firsthand the ravages of 
war. Prof. Hoogendoom was alive 
during WWII, during which he 
experienced a bombing raid lead by 
the British. The raid was supposedly 
aimed at freeing his people, but it 
ended up destroying huge parts of his 
town. "War brutalizes and 
victimizes people" he said in his 
speech, trying to open our eyes to the 



fact that regardless of how precise 
the American strikes may be, people 
will still be injured. 

Doctor Woodsworth, 
President here at Laurentian had this 
to say regarding the protest and rally: 
"I feel that students should have the 
freedom to express tlieir views. If 
they are aware of issues locally and 
around the world, and have the 
ability to be critical and to express 
their opinions, it shows that we have 
done a good job in educating them." 
There has been considerable 
opposition to the war for a number 
of reasons. One slogan seen around 
Laurentian was "drop fees, not 
bombs" implying that our university 
fees should be lowered, rather than 
wasting money on a military 
campaign. "The fees we charge have 
no relationship to federal funding or 
spending. Support for education 
comes from the province." said Dr. 
Woodsworth. 

The goal of the protesters 
was to make their views known and 
this was accomplished rather 
effectively, if at the cost of their 
popularity with the student 
population. While there were a large 
number of people in the Great Hall 
during the rally, few seemed to be 
paying attention to the speakers. 
Also, when asked of their opinions 
of the protest, the general consensus 
among students was that it did not 
go over well. One student seemed 
to sum up the general student 
reaction when he commented, "Why 
are they protesting here? Laurentian 
isn't funding the military, nor do the 
students have any say over whether 
we go to war or not. Why do we 
have to suffer?"

LU nursing 
student Irene Koutsoukis was chosen 
as guest speaker representing the 
Northeastern Ontario Collaborative 
Nursing Program at a RNAO 
conference held in Toronto, in

In early March, 

Laurentian's CNSA chapter hosted 
a student nurse leadership workshop 
that attracted the participation of stu- 
dents from Cambrian and Boreal 
Colleges. The Laurentian CNSA is 
also working towards the establish- 
ment of ties with collaborative part- 
ners in Timmins, Sault Ste. Marie 
and Cambrian College. 

Laurentian's CNSA 
chapter, under the leadership of Irene 
Koutsoukis, met with Mr. Jim 
Gordon, Mayor of the City of 
Greater Sudbury, and City officials 
in an effort to establish closer ties to 
address and counter the migration of 
a large number of university trained 
nursing graduates from Northeastern 
Ontario.

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World's Overweight / Obese Estimated at 1.7 Billion

Medical experts called for 
a new assessment of how weight- 
related health risks in Asians are 
nieasured which could push up the 
number of overweight and obese 
people worldwide to 1.7 billion. 

The new figure, which 
would be 50 percent higher than 
current estimate — is based on 
recommendations to lower the 
threshold for Asians because of their 
special vulnerability to weight- 
related disorders. 

Professor Philip James, the 
chairman of the London-based 
International Obesity TaskForce 
(lOTF), said the global standard for 
measuring overweight/obesity, the 
Body Mass Index (BMI) , is based on 
western criteria and needs to be 
adjusted for Asians. 



"The point of reducing the 
values is that it will be an altering 
point which you give to both the 
public and doctors," James said in 
an interview. 

BMI is calculated by 
dividing weight in kilograms by 
height in meters squared. In the west 
a BMI of 23-24 is normal. 

Health experts have 
suggested a lower BMI scale for 
Asians because of evidence showing 
their risk of obesity-related diseases 
such as high blood pressure, 
abnormal cholesterol and developing 
diabetes rises if their BMI is more 
than 23. 

By lowering the threshold 
doctors will become aware of 
potential risks and will be more 



likely to advise patients to take 
measures to reduce their weight. 

"There is a wide spectrum 
of risk factors related to obesity, 
which when viewed as a whole, have 
a tremendous impact on health," said 
James. 

Obesity is caused by the 
body's inability to balance energy 
intake and energy expenditure. 
People eat too much and do not 
exercise enough. 

A BMI of more than 30 
indicates obesity but where the 
excess fat is accumulating is also 
important. Abdominal obesity, the 
accumulation of fat in the stomach 
area, is a problem in Asia and poses 
more health risks than fat in the 
thighs and legs. 



So an individual can be 
quite compact but still suffer the 
weight-related health risks if all of 
the fat is centered on the abdomen, 
the classic pot belly. 

'The problem of abdominal 
obesity seems to be particularly 
marked in Asia. In other words you 
can be relatively, modestly plump 
but you selectively accumulate the 
fat in the abdomen," James 
explained. "When it is there it 
amplifies the risk." 

James and members of a 
World Health Organization expert 
group are calling for the WHO to do 
a formal assessment of how the 
criteria work in different societies. 
Lowering the benchmark would add 
another half billion to current 



estimates of the world's overweight 
population. 

James warned that the 
impact on health of the escalating 
obesity epidemic could overtake that 
of tobacco. Obesity is linked to an 
increased risk of suffering heart 
disease, diabetes, certain cancers and 
psychological problems. 

"It is clear that extreme 
forms of obesity are rising even 
faster than the overall epidemic and 
we are witnessing a real health 
tragedy unfolding," he said.

Test Your 

Physical Fitness 

Level 

For the second year in a 
row, 3rd year Laurentian University 
human kinetics students are offering 
aphysical fitness testing clinic. Until 
April 11 , the public can benefit from 
their expertise. 

This physical evaluation 
service is offered by Laurentian 
students currently taking the 
Exercise Program II course where 
they studied the effects of exercises 
on the cardiovascular and muscular- 
systems. They are now able to apply 
this knowledge and assess the 
various considerations of physical 
fitness. By offering this service, the 
students will receive the training 
required to recommend a physical 
activity program to those people 
tested. 

During the fitness testing 
sessions, students will measure the 
body composition, which includes 
the percentage of body fat. This 
calculation is done by using skinfold 
measurements and by underwater 
weighing. 

It will also be possible to 
determine aerobic power through the 
V02 max test, which calculates the 
effectiveness of the oxygen transport 
by the cardiovascular system and the 
oxygen utilization by the muscle. 
There are various types of tests such 
as the maximum and sub-maximum 
procedures, which are taken on a 
treadmill, an ergocycle or on stairs. 

As well, the students will 
calculate the anaerobic power and 
capacity by measuring short and 
intense efforts. This measurement 
will require vertical jump and short 
sprints on stairs and/or on the 
ergocycle. Measurements of 
muscular strength, endurance and 
flexibility will also be taken. 

Testing, which is available 
to everyone, will be available on 
Mondays and Tuesdays, from 5 to 7 
p.m., and on Wednesdays, from 5:30 
to 7:30 p.m. Each test, which takes 
at least 30 minutes, costs $2.

A Look Back at the History 
of Canadian Women

March 8"" of every year is 
International Women's Day, but 
there are many people who do not 
know the history behind this or 
Canadian women's history, as it still 
largely ignored in favour of 
traditional political and military 
history. Although there have been 
attempts to bring it into the 
classroom, it is difficult for those 
who have not been taught this to 
teach. And so, in honour of the day, 
an examination of its history shall be 
presented. 

International Women's Day 
finds its roots back in 1910, when 
Social Democrat Clara Zetkin 
advocated the implementation of this 
day in honour of a strike by female 
factory workers in New York City 
the previous year. The strike that 
began March 8"", 1909 lasted for 
three months, and is one of the first 
examples of large scale 
demonstrations by women workers. 
It was originally proposed at the 
Second International Conference of 
Socialist Women in Denmark. Two 
years after the 1 975 UN International 
Women's Year, it was decided to 
reinstate this day as a day of 
celebration and a way to have 
women's voices heard on social 
issues currently affecting them. 

The ability to create a day 
like this and have it at the forefront 
is the result of the struggle of 
countless women to have their voices 
heard. This first real example of this 
is the suffrage movement of the late 
nineteenth century and early 
twentieth century. This is usually 
referred to as the first wave of 
feminism, and would be described 
by historians as maternal feminism. 
This brand had two main causes that 
they campaigned for, suffrage and 
prohibition. These causes can be 
traced back to 1874 with the creation 
of the Women's Christian 
Temperance Union, which fought for 
them. 

Maternal feminism is the 
ideology that women should have the 
vote because they are different then 
men. It was common thinking in late 
19"' century and early 20"" century 
that women were more pious and 
virtuous then men. Maternal 
feminists would have argued that 
because of this, women should be 
given the vote so they could clean 
up the corruption in society. Women 
were denied the federal vote, and 
despite attempt after attempt, it was 
not until 1917 that women were first 
given this right. Prime Minister 
Robert Borden needed to call an 
election, and allowing women to 
vote was a very political move, as it 
would give Borden favour. This 
proved to be effective as he was re- 
elected on October 1 2 , 1 9 1 7 . But not 
everyone was happy with Borden, as 
his policy did not allow all women 
to vote. His policies only permitted 
close female relatives of those in 
military service to vote. It is not until 
the following year that a change to 
the Dominion Elections Act 
permitted almost all women to vote. 
It should be noted that Aboriginal 



women were not 
given the vote until 
the 1960's. 

The 
provincial vote has 
a slightly different 
history. Manitoba 
was the first 
province to grant 
this right to women 
in 1916. It is not 
surprising that, with 
such famous 

women's activists 
such as Nellie 
McClung and Emily 
Murphy living 
there, that Alberta 
was among the first 
provinces to grant 
women the vote 
later that year along 
with Saskatchewan. 
British Columbia and Ontario soon 
followed in 1917. Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick came later in 1918, 
followed by Prince Edward Island in 
1922 and Newfoundland in 1925. 
The last province to grant women the 
right to vote was Quebec in 1940. 

However, it would be 
misleading to say that this was the 
only significant change in the lives 
of women during the war. The first 
World War was also the first time that 
women were called out into the 
workforce. Women were needed to 
fill in and help produce the 
instruments of war so that men 
would be free to serve overseas. In 
Quebec and Ontario, there were 
around 37,000 women who worked 
in munitions factories. There are 
various schools of thought with 
regards to this subject; there are 
some people who believe that war 
was emancipating for women, while 
others feel that the war was simply 
an example of men using women, 
because as soon as the war was over, 
women were expected to return to 
their roles of wives and mothers. 

This continued to remain 
even more important in the twenties 
and thirties. Although there were a 
lot of men coming back from Europe 
after the war ended in 1918, there 
were numerous men failing to return. 
This created a new problem for 
society as there were now many 
single mothers, and the question 
remained as to how would they be 
taken care of. In reaction to this 
problem, the Ontario government 
instituted Mother's Allowance in 
1920. This act was primarily geared 
to widows, and was not meant to 
encourage having children out of 
wedlock and divorce. Women given 
the allowance were placed under 
scrutiny from the way they kept their 
homes, to their religious practices, 
and the way they spent their money. 
This was a paternalistic attitude that 
was taken by the government who 
had essentially taken over the 
father's authority. The reasoning 
behind the government policies was 
primarily based on the fear that the 
family would exist no longer because 
of the emergence of the Flapper, and 
the subsequent behaviour (drinking, 
smoking, and men) that was 
considered inappropriate behaviour

by still prevalent Victorian ideology. 
This led to what historian Margaret 
Little refers to as moral regulation. 
The control that recipients were 
placed under extended even further 
to their personal life, in which men 
were expressly forbidden to them for 
fear of losing their allowance. This 
fear continued long past the roaring 
twenties and dirty thirties, and to a 
lesser extent, into the latter half of 
the twentieth century. 

One of the biggest 
accomplishments of the 1920's in 
women's rights was the 1929 
Person's Case. The roots of this case 
started back when Canada's first 
women magistrate, Emily Murphy, 
first sat on the Bench of Canada in 
1916. Her very authority had been 
questioned by lawyers appearing 
before her, on the grounds that she 
was not a person under the law, and 
therefore could not sit in judgement. 
She went about her cases, but this 
still an issue for her and subsequent 
judges. Her brbther eventually told 
her that she and four other people 
could go to the Supreme Court and 
get an interpretation of a particular 
point of the British North America 
Act. So along with Nellie McClung, 
Louise McKinney, Irene Parlby and 
Henrietta Muir Edwards, she did just 
that. The court found that women 
weren't persons in April 1928, and 
so subsequently, the Famous Five — 
as they have become known — 
appealed to the Privy Council in 
England, and in October 1929, 
women were found to be persons 
under the law. Although this did not 
include Asian or Aboriginal women, 
it was nevertheless a large step 
towards equality for women. 

This is the point where 
women's history seems to pause as 
the depression takes effect. One 
must wonder if the depression had 
not happened, would it have been so 
long for other advances in equality 
to take place? Something to ponder 
as you stay tuned for part two in this 
look at Canada's amazing women.

With war breaking out in 
the middle east, a lot of people seem 
a little leery about going to the 
movies to see a War movie. Theatres 
and studios are pulling any movie 
that has to do with war, and release 
dates are being pushed back since 
they think that people don't want to 
see anything to do with war. Too bad 
every second on television and radio 
is spent talking about it and 
newspapers are filling their pages 
with every move the U.S. makes 
towards Saddam. So what better 
way to get away from the reality of 
war then going to see a fictional 
account of war starring Bruce Willis? 
Hey, it's better than a rotting banana 
in your sock drawer! 

Tears of the Sun is a very 
interesting movie as it connects the 
action of typical war movies with the 
reality of the war movies released 
within the last few years, such as 
Black Hawk Down, Saving Private 
Ryan, and We Were Soldiers. The 
movie is a fictional account, but the 
realism will make you sit up and take 
notice. 

The plot of the movie is 
simple.

The 
only problem with this is not only 
that Willis' character is an 
emotionless soldier, but also there is 
an army of African soldiers on their 
trail destroying villages and people 
as they go. 

Finally, after a few bad trips 
to the silver screen, Bruce Willis has 
another memorable hit on his hands. 
It may not be as big as Die Hard or 
the record-breaking smash Blind 
Date, but this is a movie that you 
can't come away from without being 
affected in some manner. 

Willis' character, known 
affectionately as LT, is a soldier at

heart and you can see it in his stone- 
cold stare that he will always finish 
a mission no matter what the cost. 
He shows little or no emotion for 
most of the movie, only caring for 
the prime directive. He does begin 
to slowly crack when caring for the 
refugees, but it isn't until they come 
across a village being slaughtered 
and raped one by one by a small 
army that he turns into a mix 
between Robocop and GI Joe. 

His performance is great as 
most of his work is done through 
action and facial expressions. This 
is the type of role that has to have 
the emotions of the actor in it or else 
it doesn't work. You would almost 
bet that he was brought up an army 
brat by the way he comes across. 

The rest of the cast is a mix 
of unknown actors, or soon-to-be 
stars as they would like to be known. 
Monica Bellucci plays the doctor 
pretty well considering she quickly 
becomes a minor character and set 
dressing by the middle part of the 
movie. One interesting casting 
choice was Eamonn Walker as SEAL 
team member Z. Many may 
recognize Eamonn as Kereem Said 
on the hit HBO series OZ, but in 
Tears of the Sun, he plays a strong 
yet passionate right hand man to 
Bruce Willis, a different turn from 
his character on Oz. 

I think the main draw to this 
movie is the aspect of the journey to 
freedom. The soldiers and military 
itself are shown as uncaring 
individuals who are only out to 
protect their own, then one breaks 
free and decides to protect the 
innocent. Unlike a lot of other war 
movies, there is a goal and an 
outcome in mind, as long as they can 



get themselves there. Within a lot 
of movies, it is just the survival of 
the platoon or outfit that you are 
worried about, but this movie 
changes that and makes you care 
about the refugees first, then you 
begin to care about the SEAL team 
as they begin to show their human 
side. 

One word of warning about 
this movie is it has some pretty 
graphic scenes. The brutal murders 
of many innocent people is shown, 
and not in a Hollywood way. The 
true violence and brutality of war is 
laid out right on the screen as if 
forcing you to make a choice right 
there if you support or renounce war. 

I don't think the movie 
would have had such an impact 
without most of the scenes, but 
sitting there, watching a woman die 
after being raped and mutilated is a 
hard thing to stomach. You hear 
about this type of thing in the news, 
but you really can't imagine what it 
looks like until it is right there in 
front of you. Anyone with a weak 
stomach may want to see if the new 
Pokemon movie is out as you may 
not be able to make it through a few 
of the scenes. 

Overall, I think this is one 
of the best movies I have seen in a 
while, and probably one of the best 
war movies of the last few years. It 
was a moving story with great action 
and characters, and enough realism 
to make you sit up and take notice 
without overdoing it. The movie 
takes you inside the hell that is war 
and you can eat a cinnamon covered 
pretzel while you watch. This is a 
definite must-see for any fan of war 
movies, or Bruce.

Meanwhile Time Inc.'s 
Sports Illustrated is also making ar- 
rangements to send copies of its two 
latest issues on college basketball and 
baseball to soldiers in Iraq and sur- 
rounding areas. 

"We are trying to get be- 
tween 3,000 and 5,000 copies sent 
over," a spokesman for the magazine 
said. Another Time Inc. favorite, ce- 
lebrity magazine People, could fol- 
low. 

Playboy Enterprises Inc. 
will not send copies of its legendary 



namesake magazine to the front. In- 
stead, the company plans to set up 
an e-mail address where U.S. service- 
men around the world can sign up to 
receive non-nude pictures and a mes- 
sage from the famed Playmates. 

Publishers are also reaching 
to the G.I. Janes.

After the last few years of 
punk rising to the top of the pack, 
they finally decided to get a bunch 
of up and coming bands as well as 
established acts to pay tribute to one 
of the greatest punk acts around...

Everclear - Slow 
Motion Daydream 

It's been a while since 
Everclear released a really good 
album, but with Slow Motion 
Daydream they have come back to 
the forefront hard and fast.

The first single from the 
album, Volvo Driving Soccer 
Mom, was released almost a month 
before the album, making fans sit 
and wait to finally pick up the 
album to see if it was as good as 
the single.

The album features 
eleven tracks, most of which are 
fast-paced, fun songs.
